Pakis, Jan. 17. — The revolutionary 
Booiallsts tout out a manifesto yesterday In 
which they denounced Caslmir-Perlor as the 
representative of financial feudalism. They 
appealed to the people to obliterate the 
Uourgola goTernment and to ereot In its 
place tho Social Republic, not hesitating to 
use violonoo If tho men In power offoted ro- 
slalanoof Tho manifesto hud some effect 
upon tho lower olasaea and IncroaBod tho 
gonerol fooling of uneasiness. M. La Piao, 
prefcut of police, at onco took stops to sup- 
press disorder at short notico in any part 
of the city. Lato last night It was an- 
nounoed that V\ aldeck. Rousseau had de- 
cided to be a Qi\udIdato for tho presidency, 
nis reached this deciaion after maturo con- 
sideration and conaultntlon with his friends. 

M. Frunciis Felix Fuuro, monibor of tho 
chamber of deputies for Seine lufurieuro, 
was to-day elected president of the Frenob 
Ki'publlo to auooeed M. Casimlr-Perler, 
whose reolgnaUon was read in the chamber 
yesterday. 

London, Jan. 17.— Xbe Duke of Orleans 
said in an interview in Dover last evening : 
" I oaDie here to be near my beloved France 
and to learn as early as possible of the pco- 
(creas of events and to give instructions to 
my supporters. Should an opportunity 
arise in which I ooutd serve my country, I 
would bo at the disposal of France and my 
frlsnde." 

Tho Parle correspondent of the Pall Mall 

Gazette says when Perler heard of the scene 
in tho chamber of deputies oangod by tbo 
reading of the president's resignatlcn, he 
broke down and cried bitterly. His phy 
pychins say ho needs abeoiuto rest. A large 
fdrcQ of doteotivos has gone to Veraalllos to 
watch the movements of the anarchists, 
fears of bomb throwing being ontertalnod. 
Tho royalists aro aotlvo. 

Veu.SAlLi,ES, Jan. 17. — Tho day 'opened 
quiet and nothing in the appearunao or de- 
meanor of tho people either in Paris or Vor- 
salllea indicated that tho country was on the 
ovo of au oleotion to fill tho highest offioo in 
the nation, which had been voluntarily 
vacated by a Preaident elected a little more 
than six months ago, Except that i force 
of aoldiera was maesed at each of tho rail- 
way stations and four sappera and minors 
wero guording each railway brldgo and 
grado croaaing between Paris and Veroaillo!, 
there was nothing to show that anything ex- 
traordinary was going on or anything un- 
usual was even contemplated. 

Each detachment at tho stations and each 
guard of Sappers and Miners at the cross- 
ings, was surrounded by an admiring group 
of small boys ; but beyond this no Interest 
was publiciy evinced in the event of the 
day; very few persona arrived at Voraallles 
before noon, but after that hour every rail- 
way train arriving here was packed with 
senators, deputies, newspaper reporters and 
sightseers. A small crowd stood opposite 
the entrance to tho palace through wbloh 
the senators and deputies passed and 
watched them enter. Ihers was no demon- 
stration of enthnsiasoi either at the station 
or at the palace. Small groups of specta- 
tors were assembled at the approaches to 
the palaee and the railway station as the 
first of the ssnatota and depaties — few in 
number — began to arrive. 

At II o'bloek a nnmber of telegraph 
operators with their apparatus wore in- 
stalled at the palace. Hundreds of attaches 
arrived and tho printing presses wore made 
ready to record tho cliiclal report of tho 
national convtntion. M. Ohallomel-Liioour, 
pruaidont of tho Bcnuto, ftccompaniDd by his 
oliicial seoretarioa, started from Paris for 
Veraailleo at 8:00 this morning, and upon 
his arrival was conveyed to the palace in an 
opon carriogo. Workmen had been enga^ijed 
all night in fitting up tho hall in the palace 
in which the national assembly was to eit 
with furniture and hangings from tho Giirdfl 
Meublo. A force of 5U0 dotootivea arrived 
hero from Paris early in tho morning and 
tbo strength of the regular police 
forca was greatly incrcaaed, it being feared 
that tho anarchlalH might seize the oppor- 
tunity aifordcd by tho orisis to indulge in 
bomb-throwiag and other pastimes peculiar 
to them; but the fears wero gronndlces as 
nothing worse than socialist vaporing) oc- 
curred throughout tho doy. 

Tho national assembly convoked in the 
palaoo of Versailles for tho purpouo of elect- 
ing a president to suoueod M. Caaimir- 
Perier, was cahed to order by M. Clialluiuel- 
Lucour at 1.10 p m. M. Gballemel-Lacnur 
in a brief apfeoli announced tho resignation 
of President Casimir-Perier and read tho 
text of the articles of the legislation reguUt- 
isg the election of a president. As soon as 
tho presiding officer had ceased speaking, 
M. Michelin, aocialist, sprang to hia feet 
and ilouriahed a copy of a motion for tho re- 
vision of tho legislation, shouting, "Wo 
ought not to hav9 a preaident." 

M. do Beaudry Sasaon, legitimist, de- 
manded tho right to bo heard, and in epito 
of tho storm of protests from nil parts of tho 
hall insisted on apoaking from hia place. 
While persisting in speaking ho waved aloft 
a document which ho declared contained a 
proposition to ro ostabllsh tho monarchy. 
The protests had in tho meantime buooino 
so vehement that thoy rendered his romarka 
Inaudible, and after repeated vain attempts 
to make himeelf hoard ho depoaltod tho 
document upon tho table, but 'it was oon- 
tomptuously pushed aaide by M. Challomol- 
Lacour, while tho Republicans and members 
of the , centre made the hall ring with 
choors. frothing daunted, M. de Boaudry 
SasBon produced a volume contain- 
ing rales governing the proceedings 
of the national convention and demanded s 
hearing reapectiog the breach of reguUtlona 
which had' been committed. Xhe Preaident 
remained obdurate and the fiery Legitimist 
seeing that his efTorta to make a speech wore 
hopeless finally auhsidcd. Lots wero drawn 
at 1:10 p.m. for tho thirty six scrutators to 
supervlso the balloting. Xben oamo the 
drawing of lots to see what letter the voting 
should begin with. Freolsely as was tho 
case last Juno tho letter " L " was down 
and M. Labartho, moderate republican, was 
enabled for a second time to begin the 
balloting for a president, he having begun 
the balloting when M. Cnilmir-Pener was 
elected. 

While the drawing wai going on, interest 



was focuBsed in the lobbies« where the mem- 
bers of the Right were holding a cauaua. 
The result of the caucus was a decision to 
anppsrt M. Waldeck-Ronssean. The latter 
held a hurried oonferencs with M. Pant des 
ChansI, who expressed his opinion that the 
finb ballot wohid- be wttiibDli resnlt, and 
that as to the oh'tbome <^ the. leoood ballot/ 
a great deal weinld depend upon whether M. 
Faure would withdraw in favor of Waldeok> 
Rouasean'. When the name of M. Miram, 
sooiallat, was oailed, there was no response, 
the deputy being a soldier garrisoned at 
Vincennei, and the ooionel of his regiment 
having refused to grant him a furlough in 
order that he might be present at the as- 
sembly. The soolalists raised a tremendeus 
row beoauae M, Miram's vote was not re- 
corded. 

Another causa of Sooiallst fury was the 
refusal of tho government to temporarily ro- 
loaso Geraulb Richard, who la in prison for 
insulting President Caslmir- Perler and who 
was elected a deputy while in prison. De- 
puty Carnaud, who waa arrested In Reanno 
on 'i'uosdoy, was released to-day and voted 
in tho aaaombiy, as did M. RIoanob and 
Jaures, who were recently oxpeliod from the 
chamber. When M. Tousaaint, Sooiallst, 
dopoaitcd his veto in tho urn he cried : "Vivo 
la revolution aoclalo," and when iho name of 
M. AvFz, Social rovolutioniat, waa c.illod ho 
rotuaed to vote, but shouted from his seat : 
"Abstention from voting moans diasolu- 
tion, down with tho presidency." Tho vot- 
ing was a alow prcctius. It waa conducted 
precisely as upon tho oooaaion of tho election 
of M. Caaimir-Perler last Juno, each deputy 
and senator in response to his namo walking 
to tho platform, dopoalting his ballot in an 
urn and returning to hia seat. While tho 
voting was in progress the members of the 
assembly indulged in electioneering for their 
respeotivo candidates. 

Tho balloting began at 1:20 p.m. and 
lasted until '.i:'iO, 'i'he counting, revising, 
etc., of the votes required another hour and 
the result was ofBciully announced at 4 :.S0 
p.m. as follows : Brisson, 338 ; Faure, 244 ; 
Waldeok-RousaeaD, 184 ; scattering, 28 
The total nnmber of votes cast was 784, 
necessary to eleot, ,398- The scattering 
votes inoinded six for Meline, four for M. 
Dupuy, two for M. Cavaignas, two for M. 
Loubett and one for Henri Rochefort. 
When the reaultj of the vote waa 
proclaimed tho members again fell 
to oleotioneorlug and speculating upon 
tho outcome of . the second ballot, 
M. Brisson having fallen short of a snfflciene 
number to eleot him. The open advooaoy 
of the candidacy of M. Brisson by the 
Socialists hurt that gentleman's chances 
very muoh. Over a hundred Conservatives 
— senators and deputies— divided their votes 
between Faure and Waldeck-Rouaaeau 
rather than oast them with the Socialists, 
whereas these votes might for the greater 
part have gone to M. Urisaon and Waldeok- 
Rouaseau. Both voted, and the venerable 
Pierre Blanc, union republican, tho father 
of tho chamber of deputies, reooived an ova- 
tion na ho walked to tho urn and deposited 
hia ballot. 

At '2 30 p.m. tho betting stood oven on 
Brieton, two to one against Waldeek Rous- 
Beau and Faure and ten to one against the 
other candidates who have been mentioned. 
M. Millerand handed to Preaident Ohallemol 
Laconr a letter addressed to the President 
of the National Convention and signed by 
Deputy Miram, proteating agalnat his de- 
tention In the barracks at Vinoennes and 
thus being prevented from voting for the 
President, which he was entitled to do. M. 
Miram characterized his treatment as con- 
trary to all precedents, and declared that it 
was clearly unconstitutional. When M. de 
Beandry-Sssson voted he shouted " Vive la 
France Catholique, vive le roi I " The 
*' rallied " repubiioans at a meeting just 
prior to the convention In the assembly, de- 
cided to vote for M. Faure. The Centre 
held a mooting but did not decide upon any 
candidate. 

After tho announcement of tho vote, it 
was noised obout thot M. Waldeck-Roussoau 
would withdraw his candidacy in favor of 
M. Faure, ^nd M. Cavaignao aot on foot a 
movement deBigned to deprive M. Fauro of 
some of five votes' which if sucoeaeful 
would, it was bolioved, elect M. Brisson. 
Accordingly, at tbo instigation of M. 
Cavaignao, bulletins wore distributed In tbo 
lobbies In behalf of himself in making 
tho running clear for M. Brisson by 
taking the wavering supporters of M. 
Fuuro. It was tho belief of M. Cavaignao 
thut ho could aocuro perhaps fifty votes 
which had boon given to M. Faure because 
of hi. Briaaon's Radical tendencies. Had 
ho tucccodcd in his eohemo M, Brisson 
would have carried off the prize. Pending 
the preparations for a second ballot the lime 
of tbo members waa spent in exobangiug 
opinion aa to its resnlt. Many believed 
that if M. Cavaignae's scheme was success- 
ful a third ballot would be necessary, whilst 
others were of opinion that the successful 
working of tho achemo would elect Brisaon. 

Tho aecond ballot wna taken in noini datk- 
neoB and tho galleries wero in oonscquenoo 
almoot empty. The hall was wretchedly 
liKhtod, many of tho spectators as well ao a 
number of tho deputies sought tho hotter 
lighted lobbies. Tho announcement of tho 
second ballot was made amid a terrible din. 
Tho Brissonitoa wnro so buay groaning, 
cheering and roproaohing thoir neighbors 
that thoy paid no attention to M. Challomol- 
LuGour when ho rose to road the figures. 
Tho president's voioo was quite inoudible 
and hia handa trembled violently. It waa 
tivo minutes after ho spoko before 
all the members of tiio aasombly 
know tho roaulb. Tlio figures known wore 
only approximate ; but thoy sufficed to show 
that Felix Fauro was tho now president of 
Franco. Tho acene was absolutely devoid 
of an act of solemnity or even dignity. 
The Brisionites, who bad not once ceased 
bowling, were joined by other maloontents and 
the windows were fairly shaken by tbo un- 
deairable tumult. The Bsdioala mounted 
chairs and benohea ahonting : " Down with 
this president elected by the Bight." The 
Socialists ran ap and down the aisles howl- 
ing : " Down with the thieves, down with 
the Congo advontnrers," "down with tho 
Panama aooundrelst " 

The crowd outside was in strango con- 
trast to tho aseombly. It waa neither ex- 
cited nor enthuslastio It waited wit! JUt 
cagornoas for tho coming of the new Preai- 
dent. Tho carriage which carried Casimir- 
Perier back to P*ris tome six months ago, 
stood in tho court yard with tho artillery 
escort noar by. Tho big palaci clock struck 8 
as tho Preaident, who had boon reooiving 
oincial congratulations, paaaed through the 
Salle des Ton;\ioaux between lines of soldiers 
with fixed bayonets. He was preceded by 
ushers and was followed by cabinet minis- 
ters. The crowd heard tho beating of drums 
aud saw the Preaident conio out bowing

MET HIS DOOM. 



B-B.O. 
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Viotor, the Indian Murderer, Hanged 
by the Public Ex- 
ecntloner. 



The Crime He Committed— Scene on 
the Scaffold-The 
End. 



Weseminsteu, Jan. 17.— (Speoiai)- At 
two minutes past eight this morning Louia 
Victor waa hanged for the murder of a 
Choam Indian policeman, Peter. A brief 
abory of the crime is as follows : Peter, an 
Indian policeman, according to Mr. Mores- 
by's evidence, waa very active in his at- 
tempts to prevent the Indians from drink- 
ing and thereby incurred the hatred of 
those who were addicted to liquor. On the 
day of the murder he persuaded a number 
of Indians who bad been drinking after 
their labors in the hop fields, to eomo 
quietly to their homes with him. Louis 
Victor waa amoD){ them. He and Peter had 
some words and Victor threatened to kill 
him. Ail went well nntil the canoes were 
being landed near the home of the Indiana. 
Tho policeman and Louis were behind the 
reat, when according to tho sworn evi- 
dence of Susannah at tho trial, Victor 
struck Peter throe times with a oanoe pole 
as he waa hauling a canoe from tho water. 
Peter fell partly in tho water and partly on 
thu boaoh. Iu this position ho was found 
later by pollccnian LlHtor of Westminster, 
having been kiiltd on tho spot by the mur- 
derous assault of tho man who this morning 
paid the penalty of his crime. 

The condemned man has been for some 
daya attended by R?v. Father Demeau, who 
baa charge of all the Roman Catholic Indian 
miisions from the coast to Yale, and since 
be learned that there was no possibility of a 
commutation of bis sentence, haa expresBcd 
himaelf as resigned to his fate and devoted 
himself moat assiduously and earnestly to 
hia religions dutiea. Indeed, the Rev. 
Father has spent almost the whole of the 
last two days in the condemned man's com- 
pany, and was with him the whole of 
Wednesday nighb. The prisoner slept but 
little, taking light refreshments once. At 
about 7 o'olook this morning the realization 
of the awful death which so shortly awaited 
him, seemed to strike Victor with terrible 
force, his mental and physical condition 
being tinly deplorable. However bis self- 
possesaion and courage returned and when 
called on to make bis last jonrney he walked 
with a firm step to the scaffold, showing 
neither fear nor emotion. He waa in mm- 
pany with Father Demean and on being 
asked if he had anything to say, spoke at 
some length in Chinook. The snbatanoe of 
hia remarks was : " I do nob fear to die ; I 
am innocent ; I am going to Heaven ; 
I am to die with the rope, but I have done 
nothing, as Christ knows. That is why I 
do not grieve. Jeeua Christ came to this 
world to save ainnera and died on the cross 
— I would I wore like him — without deaerv- 
ing it. I want all people to bo warned by 
this and do good, and you will go to heaven, 
where I am going. I shake hands with 
everyone because I am going to heaven." 

All the dread arrangements having been 
completed the black cap was drawn orer the 
unfortunate man's face and Victor in re- 
sponse to a short prayer haring said " Lord 
pity me!" the bolt was drawn and tho con- 
vict dropped into eternity, his neck being 
dislocated. The body waa aubscquentiy 
handed over to friends for burial at Cheam.

The steaoaer Mlowera, whioh arrived from 

the South BBaa a few daya ngo, bringa nn 
especially interoBting letter from the Apia 
oorreBpondeat of the Now Zealand Heruld, 
writing in cunneotioQ with the death of the 
novelist Robert Louia Stoveneon. The 
writer stalea that the doooaaed was prepar- 
ing for a year of high promiee — 1895 — 
whioh would see two completed novela and 
other leaa protontioua works. On the 13;h 
Kovembor ho oelebratcd hia forty- fourth 
birthday with fuaating, dancing and every 
other BCCQoipaniment of a joyous foatival, 
Tutibala, the Story Teller," as the 
Samoana otll him, waa a firm friend and 
admirer of iho lalaud folic and island waya, 
8J that one dooa not wondor at his bare- 
footed jollity, though the nowa a few months 
earlier about his garden being looted by the 
hnogry warriors waa unexpeoted enougu. 

TbB novelist had been feeling partioalarly 
vrell daring the past few weeks and h\ii 
often laaghtDRly remarked that if bis health 
oontinued to improve at tuoh a rate under 
the placid Samoan skies he would have to 
try and break it donrn again by a trip to 
oivillzition and hia pabliahers. 

He bad risen early on the day of his do 
oeaae md after bithing in the aurf, 
had strolled up and down the amda with 
Mra. Stevenson for more than an hoar, 
anioking oigarottoa and obatting with her on 
his lato work, " The Wreckers," and ila 
BucooBsnr, then nearlng oomplotion. Thoy 
turned towards homo und on reaching the 
house, Mrs. 8toveu6on began to prepuro 
luncheon with the help of the Samoun 
QCtendanta. 

She waa engaged with a sulad of which 
Jlr. Stevenaon waa particularly fond, and ho 
was watohiug her Unguld,'y mul auRiatIng, 
when ho aaid to hor rather uBruptly, " Take 
this oil," at the aanio time hooding hor a 
bot^tle of ealud oil that ho liad just taken 
from tho cupboard. She took the bottle 
from hia hand, but a look ao atrange appear- 
ed upon hia countenance that ehe immedi- 
ately uropped it) and sprang towarda him. 
Scovenaon put his hand to hia forehead and 
moaning said, " I have a strange pain in my 
bead. Do 1 look as if thero waa anything 
wrong with mo ? " 

Hardly had he apoken than tiin face be- 
oamo greatly ilaahed and he fell back into a 
chair inaenaihlo. The great noveliac never 
Bpoke again. Mrs. Stevenson knelt by hia 
aide and tried to restore him to oonjciouancsa 
but her efforts were unavailable. The at- 
tendanta carried their beloved maater to tho 
large di'.iog room and laid him on the nar- 
row conch in tho centre. Hia wito did 
everyth ng in her power to help him and Ur. 
AndoraoQ of H.M.S. Wallaroo und Dr. Funk 
of Apia were sent for and attended promptly. 
Both medioal men p ononnoed the case abso- 
lutely hopeleas, and as they predicted he 
never recovered oonaoionanesi. The scene 
waa a most sad one. Ibe're on a narrow cot 
in th»t small iile of the Paoifio lay the great 
est novelist of the present gensratioo, silent 
and to all appearances dead. 

So his life went out— quietly, tranquilly, 
peaoefally, surrounded by hia wife, her 
daughter Mrs. Strong, Mr. Lloyd Oaborne 
jlie atepson, Mrs. Thomas Stevenaon hia 
aged mother, the Bav. £. Glarke of tho 
London Miaaionary Sooiety, the doocora and 
a number of Samoana belonging to his 
household. Stevenson, unooraoioua of the 
cobbing mournora who, hoping agaioat hope, 
looked for tho returning flicker of life, 
paeaod ailently away two hours after the 
Be zure. The cause of hia death waa anddcn 
ptralyais of the brain accompanied by com- 
plete collapse of the lungs. 

His body lay on the narrow cot all that 
evening, and as the news of hia death spread 
to the native villagea near by, group oftor 
group of Samoan women oamo to the house 
to mingle ihnir aoba with thoao of tho onea 
nearest, and doareot to the docoaaod novelist. 
Tho couch waa almost buried beneath tho 
great bunches of flowers brought by hiu 
{(Botlo hearted admirers, and ac sundown 
admittance to the bouae had to be denied to 
uny except the honsehold, aa it was nccea 
sary to prepare the body for burial. Only a 
limited number of invitations were ieaued to 
tho funeral, which took ijk\cu tho day after 
hia death, but half tho population of Apia 
followed at a respectful distance to catch a 
last glimpse of tho remaioa of the well 
loved stranger who had come to live and die 
amongst them. 

The grave was dng during the night on 
the summit of Vaoa hill, 1,300 feet above tho 
level of the sea and on bis own estate, so 
that, aa the Samoani graoefulty be^ed in 
their plaintive extemporary sooga of mourn- 
log, bis spirit njigbt ever watoh over their 
nnhappv isle and bring to it the peace thae 
he in life had done ao much to promote. 

In tho oarly boars of dawn a band of Sii- 
moans were busily engaged cutting a track 
through^ihe dense bruah leading trom the 
house to the crovtm of tho hill and at nine in 
tho morning tho funeral cortege started on 
its way. Slowly and sadly and with groat 
tl fEculty waa tho o^iekot and icn contonto 
borne by natives r.looj.; tho now y made 
trail, followed b/ those who had duciug hia 
laat h lura aurrouudcd Ilia bad. 

Tho Rev. W. 10. Ciarko oonduotod tho 
funeral service, and when after hia uhort but 
inipreasivo uddrops the body was lowered 
into tho grave, tho mingled aobs of whites 
and natives were echoed in the diatanco by 
a dismal aong of wailing from tlio groupa of 
Samoana, who had followed in their wake. 
An obelisk, bo high that it will be a promin- 
ent landmark to mariuora, will bo erected 
over the lofty grave. 

Although to all apponrancea Stevenson's 
health had miiuh improved of lato atill there 
wore many aigna of brain exhaustion, and 
ho himself waa haunted by tho fear that the 
i[uality of hia work waa deteriorating, and 
hia fame and popularity w. ra on tho wane. 
This fear oroao aimply from a certain 
morbid Icoling whioh cimoupon him nvcr 
and anon, and not from any filling clT in 
the demand tor tho proiiuotiono of hia pon 
He would throw it off ac limoa and bo aa 
light-hearted aa ever, but whon it returned 
he would often express tho hope to thoao 
around him that be might not outlive hia 
reptitatfon. He had a preaentimfnt that 
during hia lifetime Samoa would never 
enjoy continued tranquility, and rouoh as 
he had done to give to the world ft true 
knowledge of the affaira of the ialand he 
^f cen remarked to thoae around him that he 
did not expect to live to see the results of 
his labors in this direction. Bat he would 
continue, 

" When the end doea come I hope that ib 
will oome ciiddoiily and unoxpectodly." 
In this his wish waa gratiUed. 



THE SHELTER HOME. 

How This Charitable 'iBitttntion I« to 
Condacted by the Salvalilou Army. 

A good<many people have been diaoasaing 
the food and phelter home . to be ' started 
here by Adjutant Arohibiild and othera of 
the Solvation Army, and the project aeema 
to be meeting with greali auoceas ; bat there 
are a number of people who'''do notqnite 
understand what the members' of the Army 
intend doing, therefore, the Cou>hist haa 
been asked to explain as fnlly aa poaaible 
in a short apace wfaatV'food and ahelter 
depot Is. 

Adjutant Archibald, SB aoon aa the funda 
are at hand, will start a food depot for men 
and women, where those in need of food can 
go and bny their meals for next to nothing 
and either oat them on tho spot or take 
them away. If thoao applying aro abao- 
lutoly doatitute they will bo given meala 
free and allowed to work for them. General 
Kjoth, when here, aaid if a man who waa 
able to do ao did not earn hia meala be could 
not oat them. They enoourage no lazy men 
in the Salvation Army. 

When a man, therefore, proaonta himaelf 
at your door for a meal, you glva him a 
ticket, which you have previoualy paid 
twenty-five centa or losa for, and be takea it 
to the food depot. Thia will entitle him to 
two meals, aupper and breakfast, and a 
night'a lodging. Ho ia aot to work, if not 
aotually starving, and thereby earne what 
ha gets. Ac what price thia cjn be done 
tor has not yet been decided, but they will 
ba supplied at almost the coat of proviaions, 
aa the oflioera who Will manage tho aholtor 
aimply work for their board. 

Thn ahoUcr in connection with this work 
will for u time, until funda allow, ba for 
men only, as there are not many women in 
Victoria who are homcleaa, and thoEB who 
are will receive oontril)ation8 of clothing 
and bedding, which will bo aent to tho 
shelter for distribution. Tho shelter will 
oonsiat of a reading room, b»the, lava- 
tory, dialsfioting room and a large 
dormitory, where each man will be as- 
signed a mattress, pillow and covering. 
They oan oome in and go ont when they 
like. The members of the Army will each 
eveniag hold a rousing meeting for an hour, 
and if anyone ia aeon ahowing aigna of being 
atfectcd by tho speeohea and ainging, ono of 
the members will ab once sit down beside him 
and enter Into his diCBculties. Xheywillgoto 
bod at ten at nigho and riao at eix in the 
morning, and after a abort aervice will go 
their varioua ways, or to tho industries that 
will be oonncoted with the institution. 

There will be, aa said b.-foro, balln in con- 
nection wit;h the shelter, where a man, aa 
General Booth expressed it, may go in a 
thousand atrung, but come out ono indi- 
vidual. 

It is alao intended to atart a wash houao 
in connecLion with thia scheme, where 
people who cannot afford to pay more, can 
got their washing done for 25 centa 
per dozen. Thia will not in any 
way aff--cc tho steam laundry, but 
may be the means of doing away 
with some of tho Ohineae wash houses, at 
tho samo time alTording excollf nt employ- 
ment for women. lo is hoped that tho cili- 
zsna will not lot thia project drop for want 
of funds, but by sending in their annual do- 
nations and getting tho achemo onoo atarted, 
it will be nearly, if not quite, self eupport- 
ing. The public may be sure that by 
trusting the funda to the Silvatlon Array 
they will not ba misapplied, as they do 
erorytbiog on a military and busineaa basis, 
and the poor, instead of being relieved spas- 
modically at Xmas time, will be taken care 
of all the year round. 

Not thot the poor should not have thoir 
Xmas gifta, but when thoae not in want sit 
down to a good substantial meal, they will 
know that there is no ono In Victoria who 
need sutTer from the pangs of hunger, and 
that there are many who do, now, none 
«vho have inveatigatod the matter will deny.

YESTERDA TS ELECTIONS. 

The oivio eleotiona yesterday were maob 
more lively than naaal, A large number of 
electora turned out, and many of them 
seemed to think that a good deal depended 
on the result of tho polling. This was in 
striking contrast to tho languid way in 
which city eleotiona are uaually carriod on, 
and angora well for the good govern- 
ment of t)he city, for if the oiti- 
zena continue to take an interest 
in the way In which the public affairs are 
managed there will without doubt be hn 
improvement in oity government. 

Mr. Teague has been returned by a good 
majority, but Mr. Keith- Wilson haa no 
reason to be aabamed of the vote he has 
polled. Mr. Auatin did better than many 
persona expooted. He came out late and 
ran against men who were oxporienced in 
civic administration and who as the result 
has shown had a strong following in the oity. 

The election played havoo with last year's 
City Connoil, only tho Mayor and one of the 
Councillors being returned. Those who 
know tho now men say that a good Council 
has been elected. Wo sincerely hope so. 
Tho oity needs the services of intelligent 
and energetic men very badly, and U the 
Councillors just elected perform the work 
that is before them well and promptly, they 
will do their fellow citizens moat important 
and moat valuable aorvice. 

Wo are particularly well pleapod to find 
that the electors have seen fit to place 
lieasra. Hayward, Saunders and Lovell in 
tho seats on tho Board of Trnateea which 
they bad vacated. It ia cheering to see 
faithful and diligent aervioe requited in this 
handaomo way. The reelection of these 
gentlemen will stimulate both thorn and 
their colleagues to perform thoir duties in 
anoh a manner aa will show tho olootora that 
they were warranted In placing conlidonco 
in them. We truat that yeaterday's brisk 
election is a presage of better government 
for Victoria than It has had for many a day. 

BAD BYB8IGHT. 

Something must aurely be wrong with 
both the eyesight and the hearing of the 
Informants of the Times when they could 
neither see nor hear any other howlera at 

tho City Hall meetings than individuals 
who are filling " government billets " 
and who are employed by mombora 
of tho Provincial Loglsluture. Wo 
are quite sure that if their eenaes 
were in a healthy condition they would 
have seen and heard howlera who very like- 
ly novor saw tho inalde of a government 
office and whom no mombor of tho Logiala- 
tivo Aseombly in hia sober senses would 
think of employing. Some of them looked 
as if they came to tho mooting for no other 
purpoae than to howl and disturb 
tho prccoodings, and from the zeal 
they oxhibitod and the onorgy thay display- 
ed it might bo considered that In thoir esti- 
mation tho safety of tho State and tho 
liberties of the pooplo dopondod upon tho 
volume and tho variety of the disoordaub 
sounds they emitted. We did not) notloa 
any luoh bowlers aa the Timea deacribea, but 
If any man who ought to bo intelligent 
and who might be oxpeotod to bo 
well-bohavad so fir forgot what is duo 
to himself as well aa to others as to help 
to increase tho uproar, we do trust ho 



will take thought V'and' mend; Howling at 
public meetinga ia Intolerant, unmannerly, 
and altogether unbecoming a man who 
makea any pretenalons to reapeotability. 
We cannot help thtofcing that one con- 
temporary has received iti information 
relative to the howling from persons affaoted 
with political atrablsmua, 

A a RE AT COMMOTION. 

There ia at present a very great commo- 
tion In France, but it is by no moans certain 
that it will be fallowed by oonsequenoos. 
very icjurions to the oonntry. The Frenoh 
are an impulsive and a moat demonatrative 
people, and it would be quits a miatake to 
measure tho aorioueuess of a orisis in France 
by the noise that the politiolans make. 

President Caalmir-Perior has resigned his 
ofBoo in disgust beo:kuse some of the poUti- 
olana will not let him live in peace. Those 
politioiana do not forget that it was but tho 
other day he was a combatant iu the politi- 
cal arena and was, to a certain extent, 
responsible for the policy of his party and 
tho public action of its members. These 
politioiana, it aeoms, speak of him aa if be 
waa atill among them and in a poaltion to 
reply to the attaoka of hia opponenta and 
prepared to attack them when the opportun- 
ity offers. It ia evidently not un axiom in 
French constitutional government that the 
President can do no wrong. Tho nation 
doea not hold his ministers responsible 
for the President's executive acts. Ho 
says, in hia oSioial communication : 
" Ho had hoped that the Preaidont of tho 
Republic being uprovided with tho moans 
ot action would remain outaido tho lines of 
party struggles and that tho political con- 
fidonco of all parties would give him the 
neoeaaary force and authority. He had 
hoped that those who, in apite of himself, 
had plaood him in a position where he can- 
not dofend himself would undertake the de- 
fence of tho Grat magistrate of tho State." 

Kut caring to remain the target for the 
enemies of hia party he left hia elevated 
position, where he wonld be nothing better 
than a conspicuous mark, to be fired at 
by everyone in Parliament who had 
or thought ho had aomothing to say 
about tho sins and ahortcominga of 
the Government. The President evidently 
believea that bla frienda in failing :o meet 
the attacks of bia aaa&llants had noli treated 
him aa well as he had a right to expect to 
bo treated. V\ hat they have to say in re- 
gard to M. Perier's roprouoh does non ap- 
pear in the dispatobcs. 

It is probable that the condition of things 
which haa been too much for the patience 
and the fortitude of the President is the 
natural and inevitable result of the constitu- 
tion of the French Republic and of the tem- 
perament of the membera of the Chamber of 
Deputies. The constitution does not placo 
tho President out of tho roach of attack and 
tho deputies do not possess that respoot 
for convention and that self-restraint 
which keep the Sovereign of Great Britain 
saored from the attacks of even tho most 
audsoloue and the most unacrnpulous of the 
Members of Parliament. Even in tho Unit- 
ed States, where tho Firat Magistrate ia ad- 
mittedly one of the people — a citizen of the 
Republic— it is difficult to imagine a Presi- 
dent throwing up his ofBoe because Members 
of Congress attacked bim fiercely and treated 
bim discourteously. It ia impoaaible to Im- 
aijtne a crisis in which the Governor-General 
of tho Dominion in theao days would be an 
object of the attacks of any party. But 
they do things differently in France. 

What the ontoome of the present difficulty 
will be it ia imposaible to ooojeotnre, but we 
would not be anrprlaed to learn in a day or 
two that the present trouble had blown 
over, A new Presidonti has been already 
eleoted and political mattera in France 
appear to be settling down into their normal 
condition. Revolutions are not in fashion 
jnst now and dictators have to all appear- 
ance beuome obsolete. 



of government were placed in their hands 
ia to find out what they did do when they 
were in power. When the Liberals held 
ofBca from 1873 to 187S did they keop tho 
tependitute within the revenne ,1 ' Old they 
ont'theb: coat according to their cloth f Did 
they lower the taxea and did they keep 
down tho debt ? Did cboy provide liberally 
for every branch of the publio service and at 
tho same time practisa the striotost econo- 
my ? Wo shall eea^by a abort examination 
of the public accounts whether the Liberals 
wero in the period we have named as careful 
to keep expenditure within income as they 
say the Conservatives ought to be. In 1873, 
when tho Liberals got control of public af- 
fairs, tho revenue was §5 67 per head and 
the expenditure $5 23 per head. In 1874 
the revenue was $G 33 per head and the ex- 
penditure $6 10, In 1875 the revenue was 
Sti.34 per head and the expenditure $6.10 
per head. It is seen from this that during 
tho first two years of Liberal rule the expen- 
diture was within the revenue. But in 1876 
a different sliate of things was initiated. In 
that year the revenue waa 72 and tiie ex. 
penditure $6 20. In 1877 the revenue was 
S5 50 per hoad and tho eipondituro §5 86. 
In 1878 tho rovouuB was §5 -19 per head and 
tho expenditure §5.76. In 1870, for which 
the Liberals were alao rcBpansiblc, tho 
revenue waa $6.43 and tho expenditure 
%5 90. lo will be seen from this that during 
the five yeara for which tho Liberals were 
reaponBible for the finances of lha country, 
that ia '75, '7G, '77, '78, '79, thero was only 
ono year in whioh they made both ends 
meet. Iu the Other four the expenditure 
was greater than the Inoome. 

Did the Liberals while in power inoreaee 
the debt? The publio aooounts show that 
they did increase the debt, and that very 
considerably. In 1871 the not debt was 
§108,324.965, and in 1879 it was §142.990,. 
188. We Sod from these figures ihtc the 
Liberals while they were in power spent in 
every year but one more than thtir inoome, 
and that they added very considerably to 
the public debt. Wo ore indebted to the 
St, John Sun for the following details of 
LlborJil expenditure. It taya : 

The vague promise of economy is worth- 
less. It was made before the Grits can e 
into power in 1873. How that promise was 
carried out was shown by the fact that the 
current expenditure of the year when the 
party left otfioe was $23,503,168, whereas in 
the last year of the prevtoua administration 
it was only $10,174,647. Here was an in- 
crease of 22 per cent, bstwoon 1873 and 
1878 The COlt of the administration of 
juatico waa inoreaaed from §398,666 to §o77.- 
896 ; that of civil government from §750,874 
to §823,369 ; legislation waa increased 
§4,000 ; pensions from §49 204 to §105,842 ; 
auperannuationsfrom §50,020 to §100,588. 
W'oights, measures and gas inspection in- 
creased from nothing to §06.484 ; expendi- 
ture for Indians from §03,776 to §421,503 ; 
arts, agriculture and statiatica grow from 
§10.690 to §9^..'i05 The post office oxpondi- 
turo increased from §1,067,806 to §1,724 938; 
ocoan and river survico from ^92,742 to 
§144.837 ; mounted police, for ivhich there 
was no appropriation in 1873, coat in 1878 
§334.748. 

■ As the Liberals botv;eon 1873 and 1878 
did not practise tho economy that they had 
preached while in Opposition, it is quite 
safe to ooooinde, if they ever get into office 
again, their practice will be in striking con- 
trast to the professions that thoy are now 
making.

LIBERAL EOONOMY. 

The Liberals when in opposition are won- 
derfully oconomioal. Thoy condemn tho 
Conservative Government for its generouc 
expenditure and thoy promiat if the direc- 
tion of afTiiira ia placed in their hands to bo 
much more aaving of the people'a money. 
Nothing ia easier than for the Liberals to 
make these professions and promises when 
it is the businees of their opponents to niako 
provision for tho publio aervioe. 

Wo find that oven now at tho very 
time they are finding fault with 
what they call the profuse expendi- 
ture of the Government, tho Liberala 
try to oonvinoe the people of tho different 
provinces that the Government doea not 
spend money enough among them. Thoy 
ask tho people of ono place why ia it that 
thoy have not thia or that improvement; 
and they condemn the Oovernment in an- 
other part of the Dominion because it 
oegleoba, as they allege, to adequately sup- 
ply its needs. They, at the aame time, 
very ingenioualy, as thoy suppose, try to 
create tho iiiiproaaion that if tho Liberala 
wero in power tho public works and tho 
public services would bo better at- 
tended to than thoy aro ub preaont. 
Thia is, of course, not consistent 
with thoir professions of economy or their 
denunciations of the Qovernmont for apend- 
iug too much money. 

It ia very evident that a Grit Government 
cannot be both very economloal and unoom- 
mooiy liberal in supplying the needa of the 
different Provinoos. If thoy aro very eco- 
nomical they must starvn tho public service, 
and if they aro prompt and liberal in sup- 
plying the people's nnode tlicy must spend 
money freely. It is true they might insti- 
tute a polioy of norrowness and stinginess 
varied by spaamodio fits of liberality to 
favored places and persons. It Is needless 
to eay that such a policy as this would bo 
tho reverse of popular. 

But tho best way after all to got a fall no- 
tion of what the Liberals would do if the reins

CHANGE IN SCHOOL HODBS. 

To THE Editor:— Aa a parent I cannot 
too strongly txpreaa my disapprobation of 
the propoBod ohango in tho suhool liours. 
My objections are several, viz : The hour 
and a half at the noon recees ia altogether 
too long a time for those children who will 
always remain to be together. Tho mutual 
Intercourse which will naturally follow, and 
cannot bo prevented, will have a most de- 
moralizing effect, while the boisterous play 
which they indulge ia will unfit them for 
their afternoon work. Certain children 
who, under tho exlstiug circuraataaooe, will 
be constrained to go homo rather than spend 
such a long time on the school premisep, 
will be exposed to all the variations of tho 
weather. Thoae, therefore, who are deluged 
by the rain in winter, or exhausted by a 
long walk under the burning snn in summer, 
will prefer to remain at home in the after- 
noon, and so habits of Irregularity will be 
engendered. 

Men in businesa, clerks, etc , rarely allow 
themselves more than an hour for their mid- 
day meal, and why should children require 
so much longer time for theirs ? Owing to 
the multiplicity of schools the walk can al- 
ways be managed in the time allowed, and, 
if not, lengthening the hours will not make 
the walk a whit shorter, while the child who 
takes hia lunch now for that reaaon, will 
probably continue to do so. I see that the 
time will be extended half an hour longer in 
the afternoon, a time when the brains of the 
children are wearied and unfit to study or 
retain knowledge. In summer the hours 
will be from nine to four, which, under the 
present system of keeping In, means half- 
past four or five. Our children will, there- 
fore, not return to us till after five. This 
will prove very iooonvenient for these who 
take extra lessons, music, etc. For these 
unfortunate ones no recreation will be pos- 
sible. Their time for study will be limited ; 
the lessons are hard and long enough 
already, and if their play time is reotrictod 
life will be a mare alavery — an intolerable 
burden, To the ballot that has been sent 
mo i shall aign a very largo " No ! " and I 
oarneetly hope that all the other parents 
will earneatly consider btf jre they take any 
step in tho matter, for, of course, when the 
alteration ia once mado it will bo final, even 
if our repentance bo deep and lasting.

SENATOR TASSB. 

Death of a Well Known and Able French 
Canadian Jonrnallst and 

FolltlClBD. 

Mo:<treal, Jan. 17. — Senator Tasse, who 
has been seriously 111 for some time and 
whose death was announced several days 
ago, died this morning at 5 o'clock. He was 
born in Montreal in 1848, and began his 
journalistic life as editor of Le Canada, of 
Ottawa, In 1807-08. In 18Gi) ho became 
joint editor cf Li Minorve, of Montreal, and 
in 1873 waa appointed aasiatant Erenoh 
translator in tho House of Commons. In 
1873 ho visited England ond tho continont, 
a detailed account of his trip being pub- 
lished In book form. He filled the prcei- 
denoy of several French national societies 
In Ottawa, and was the author of a number 
of very Interestiog works embraoiog politics, 
science, travel and biography, among the 
latter being a '* Parallel of the life of Sir 
John Msodonald, compared y^ith that of 
Lord Beaoonsfield." Mr. Tasse waa made 
an ofiScer of the French Academy, and was 
highly esteemed by the litterateurs of 
France. He had been the leading wrUer on 
La Minerve since 1880, and sat for Ottawa 
In the House of Commons from 1878 to 18S7. 
He was called to the Senate In 1891.

On the whole the contest was a 
friendly one and the people seemed pretty 
well satisfied with their new representatives.

More interest wrs taken In the election 
than last year and early in the day It was 
predicted that the vote polled would be 
larger. Thia turned oun to be the case for 
tho total votes polled for Mayor were 1,055 
against 1,485 at laat year's elootion. 

Iho only really unpleasant inoidcnt of the 
day occurred just outaido the polling ploco 
at tho city hill, whero Mr. Keith- Wilson, 
one of tho candiilatos for tho Mayoralty, 
was struck in tho face by Mr. Thoo. Lubbo. 
Mr. Keith-Wilson declared that ho had not 
done anything to provoko the aaeault. 

There waa very little friction at tho poll- 
ing bootha, though tho police court seemed 
hardly large enough for taking the 
Mayoralty and School trustee votes. 
Some confusion seems to have been 
caused about tho school trustees 
list, a number of people claiming they had 
been left off though entitled to vote. In 
most instances, however, the matter was 
straightened out salisfaotorily, the names 
either being found on tho list after a closer 
acrutlny or tho applicant finding that he had 
neglected to comply with tho law in some 
respect. There were six applicitions to the 
Police Magistrate by persons who claimed 
their names should be on theward Hats, and Ic 
four insbanoea the application was granted. 

One of the first men to appear at the 
Centre ward poll to vote for aldermen was 
discovered to be attempting a personation 
game, but he was ejeeted unceremoniously. 

The three mayoralty oandidates had each 
a committee room near the city hall, and 
their friends worked well for them, hunting 
up the voters and bringing them to the polls. 
There was no excitement in town and every- 
thing went alont; in an orderly, quiet man- 
ner that spoke volumes for the conduct of 
tho people of Victoria. The ordinary little 
throngs gathered about each polling booth, 
diacusaing the chances of the day, but every- 
body waa good humored. 

From 4 o'clock, when the polls 
closed, until 7 o'clock, when tho 
returna were all in, there waa 
a crowd about tho city hall, and every now 
and then somebody would shout out for tho 
benefit of the crowd how the count for 
mayor was progresslDg. By 7 o'clock tho 
results were known as far as mayor and 
aldermen were concerned, but it took until 
half past 9 o'clock to finieh up tho count for 
school truatoea.

HAT is tlio secret of 
nil tho marital un- 
happinoss wo bco 
iio\v'aclays?" a young 
friend asked iiio ro- 
CQUtly iu a most dis- 
conragod voice. I looked at her in ns- 
tonisbment, for both the tone and man- 
ner indicated that sho vtaa experionoing 
some of tho first paugs of discovering 
that hor idol was only made of oommon 
clay, after all. 

I also romeiiibi'rerl, as I noted tho 
prottj-p worried face, the day, but a year 
ago, \vhcu sho had called on mo witli 
eyes railiauc with joy to toll of hor !ip- 
proaehiiig marriage, of hor intense 16vc 
and aihuiratiou for the man who -\vas to 
becomo her husband, and of all tho 
bright hopes which encircled hor future. 

"Why, what make.'! you ask such 
questions?" I inquired, trying to laugh 
this dear little friend out of lier despond- 
ent mood. 

"Oh, well, everything seems to bo 
clonded," she responded Borrowfnlly. 
"I nsed to think it must bo lovely to bo 
married to thomanladornd, butGcorgo 
and I don't seem half as liappy as 1 
thought wo should bo, and, in fact, I 
liave been noticing carefully all of tho 
girls who are iu our married sot, and I 
don't know of one genuinely happy cou- 
ple. " 

This seemed at first: a torriblo com- 
mentary on either ono of tho sexes or 
both, and yet when I commoiiced to 
mentally review tho lists of unhappy 
marriagealhadheardof daring the past 
year there was no gainsaying the fact 
that somebody or something was all 
wrong. 

Taking it for gi-antod, then, as a tan- 
gible, recognizablo fact that genuinely 
iiappy unions are raro and illusivo 
things, to what direct causo shall wo 
assign such a state of affairs? Why is it 
that a young, beautiful, loving girl 
should, after a few years of wedded life, 
either develop into a worldly, married 
flirt or a careworn, sad looking woman, 
and that a bright, handsome fellow 
oftentimes becomes miserly and dis- 
agreeable, and also that when one 
chances upon what appears to be a thor- 
oughly contented couple the fact is com- 
mented on as marvelous? 

I have spent mnch thonght in en- 
deavoring to solve tho problem and oven 
called in tho assistance of friends to tho 
extent of asking their opinions on the 
subject. 

Ono man who I thonght wonld be 

just in his views said: 

"My dear madam, girls and women 
expect too much nowadays. They want 
too many bonnets, too many dresses. In 
short, they insist upon living with a 
poor husband as they have lived with a 
rich father, and most men nearly kill 
themselves in trying to meet these de- 
mands. " 

This may bo in part true, but it isnot 
wholly tho girl's fault. Who can blamo 
her for wanting pretty things? She can 
usnally got them if she works for her- 
self, and sho naturally oxpocts a loving 
husband to exert himself to pi-ocurii 
what a fond father was willing to work 
hard tcj (jbtain for her. 

When it comes to being extravagant, 
thou tho fault lies willi tho parouts, 
particularly tho mother, wlin ought al- 
ways to bring daugliters up with tho 
constant admonition that they must 
never forget that riches have wings, and 
that a true, loving heart, is worth much 
more than jewela Indeed it is often 
mothers who nut mercenary thoughts 
into their daughters' brains. I lieard one 
not loug ago say to a caller on her prottj' 
daughter. "It would not bo well for a 
poor man to oak for my ohild Addie, " 
and in that remark lay the whole 
matter in a nutshell, plainly indicating 
tho kind of tuition this future wife had 
received. 

According to several women's opin- 
ions on tho question, it is men who ex- 
pect too mucli from tlioir wives. "Tiny 
give so little and want so much, "as 
ono little rebel expresses it. Yes, they 
do demand a groat deal, it is true, but 
did it over occur to you in what dilferent 
environments they aro brought up, and 
that when they select you for tho head 
of their house and givo you -what they 
usually tliiuk tho most of — tlK'ir name 
— they aro paying you what thoy cou- 
sidor tho greatest couiplimont po.s.siblo? 
No, it is quite evident that wo most use 
the lash a littlo on both sides. There arc 
faults in tho man and woman which 
need correction. Much thouj^ht and 
study and careful weeding out of sellisli- 
ness is required to rendi.'r them congen- 
ial companions to eaeli other. 

Now, I (ion.sider daintiness of habit 
aiul dress a great factor toward marital 
happiness. A man who is fond of .'^(■uing 
everything neat and in ord(!r is often 
irritated aud mad(» absolutely cross by 
his wife's lack of tidiness, hor absolute 
disregard of what she terms Mb flnioky 
ways and a gross nogligonco in tho care 
of his clothing as well as of hor own 
person and dress. I havo often wonder- 
ed iu my own mind if women wore real- 
ly aware what a powerful iufluenoo lies 



in daiutincss of attire and surroundings. 
If thoy did, would they persiBf in wear- 
ing old black gowns or soiled dressing 
sacks and wrappers in tho house? 
Would they savo tho lovely clothes, 
pretty frills and chic boots for outsiders 
to admire '/nnd . throw on sofne shabby 
gown or faded fludry and down at the 
heel slippers tho moment they entdr the 
homo tmd there is "no ono but hus- 
band" to SCO them? 

Do women realize what a subtle fas- 
cination for most men exists in her toi- 
let table, with its dainty brushes and 
pincushions and perfume .bottles, all of 
which pos.se.ss more or less of an air of 
mystery which is wonderfully attractive? 
The toilet articles need not of necessity 
bo extremely expensive. It is principal- 
ly the absolute oloauliuess and purity of 
the silk and muslin draperies aud sil- 
ver tipped glass bottles which prove so 
irresistible. I have often seen men walk 
around a fair -Nvoman's pretty table and 
admiringly examine the quaint conceits 
her own personality had devised and 
lovingly touch tho dozen small objects 
which he knew were for her personal uso. 

Tho very man for whom they put on 
their most delicate laces and "fetching" 
hats to attract before marriage thoy 
oftentimes givo themselves littlo trouble 
to hold afterward. While the husband 
may preserve silence, ho notices all this, 
considers it in tlie light of a direct 
slight, and it frfquently serves to form 
tho first layer of a strata of future un- 
happinoBS. You may always be absolute- 
ly certain that other women are on tho 
lookout for liini and aro always dainty 
and bceoniingly dressed when ho is ex- 
pecti'd, and that tho wifo sulfers by con- 
trast. 

Now, whilo tho husband is not so upt 

to allow himself to become slovenly 
in aiqiearaiiee, his habits may be ex- 
asp('ratiu/,'ly untidy. Is tliere anj'thing 
more trying to a woman's nerves and 
tenqier, I wonder, than to go into her 
pretty bedroom or parlor and find a 
olothesbrush in one corner, elot lies tossed 
in another direction, while i)ipes, stumps 
of cigars, and, above all, do/.ens of burnt 
matcluis decorate bureau and mantel? 

"Well, " ho says iu answer to her re- 
monstrances, "whore shall I put them, 
and isn't it part of women's duties to 
tidj' up?" Yes, it may belong to wom- 
an's province to yvt lier house in order, 
but wouldn't tho tasi; lie made much 
easier if tho men of t lie household tlirc^w 
thoir cigars and iiiatelies in the receiver 
made for them and hung bac!c the brush 
on tho nail from which thoy took it? 

I cannot but feel convinced tliat much 
of the misery w-hieh wo Iniow exists 
among many of our married friends is 
duo to tho dissipated past of tho hus- 
bands. From boyhood up men invaria- 
bly dissipate in a greater or less degree, 
according to their temperaments and 
dispositions. When they marry young, 
their habits ore of necessity changed, 
and, if they possess the requisite quali- 
ties to be steadfast and true, prove good 
husbands and fathers, harmed but littlo 
by their former worldliness, but in tho 
generality of oases men in comfortable 
circumstances do not marry early in 
life. Thoy aro having too good a time 
to settle down. Thoy yfant to continue 
to eDjpy;,tbo forbidden sweets aud fasoi- 
natiousbf "life," as thny call it, before 
becoming Benedict.s. It i.s only when 
wearied with tho glamour of tho show 
lights and blazo within the glare of 
dancing halls that most men Ipng.^pr 
home and a wife. But the woman must 
be young, perfect and spotloss. Yes, in- 
deed, notwithstanding tho knowledge of 
his own shortcomings, ho '^dopiauds 
beauty, pnrity'oDd ns^ a usual ' thing a 
woman's first affection, if he can secure 
it. Pio may bo a wreck, body and soul, 
yet ho accept.stho sacrifice of a woman's 
health, strength and good looks, for that 
is what it amounts to in tho end. She 
meets him at some reception, say. He 
looks the personification of paanly beau- 
ty. When she bids him adieu, she fondly 
imagines ho also retires at that time to 
dream of her. Slio does not see him 
igain until tho next afternoon, and then 
ho is Well groomed aud attentive. How 
can she know that in the meantime he 
had spent most of tho night in revelry? 
Sho is a lady and cannot visit his club 
or apartments, and assuredly no friend 
of his will turn informer, so she has no 
possibility of a knowledge of bis habits 
unless sho fortunately posse.ss a father 
or brother, and even theso aro often 
worldly eiiougli to condone courses 
wliicli they ]ir(ibably havo followed or 
are following thenisolves. 

"The cause of this stato of affairs?" 
Konio old fashioned person asks. 

Tho low moral standard w hich per- 
vades what wo call society, I answer 
unhesitatingly, together with tho false 
custom of having ono law of morals for 
men and another one — decidedly anotli- 
or one — for women. 

No man living likes to bo judged, or, 
in fact, ^vill allow himself to bo judged, 
by till) .saino moral st.-indard that goviirns 
women. There is one rule for him, an 
( ntiroly different path for hor, and all 
tlid arguments iu tho world cannot 
cliango his ideas. It was but roc(!iitly,' 
in discussing tliis subject witli a gentle- 
man born, tliat ho btiasted of his own 
charity luid lliat of - his sex in general 
toward women, whereas women, he 
declared, made no allowance for men's 
natural weaknesses. 

"Surely you must admit," said I, 
"tliat. wonuiu may f(;el justly indignant 
at being di;ceived iu a nK>n's character. 
It is but natural that sho should ex-

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IMPORTANT DECISION. 

^Full Cbiirfe Proaont. Crcaso, MoCrelght, 
Walkem, J J.) 
Judgraent of Mr. Jastioe Walkem: 
Gurney Co. v. Braden & Stamford. — 
Tble la an appeal by the plaintiffs against 
a deoislon of Mr. Justice Drake, to the 
tffiot that they had released the defendmt 
Braden f fom a debt of §1,081 52 due to them 
by the late firm of Braden k Stamford, In 
conaeqaenoe of their having taken Stamford's 
individual notes for the amount after the 
diaaolntion of that firm. The legal principle 
apptiu tble to suoh a tranaaotion iathuastiited 
by Lord Juaiin Lindley In tho recent caae of 
Roase v. Bradford Banking Co. (7 R at p. 
i38): " The question as to whether a credi- 
tor of," aay two " persons hia released one 
of them and converted the other into hia solo 
debtor, by whab it oallod novation, ia a quoa- 
tion of iotention; and an Intention to look," 
for insttnoe, to Stamford, is quite oonBiat- 
enfe to look to Iiim as a mere matter of con- 
venience without releaelnf; bin co-debior 
Braden. 

This principle, uUhough nob ao broadly 
stated, waa recognized , and acted npon in 
Thompson v. FeroIval'<B B. and Ad. 925), 
which closely reaemblea tlie preaeub case. 
According to the report of thaboaae, the de- 
fendants, Jamea and Cliarlea Peroival, were 
in partnership. Charles retired from the 
firm and Jamea continued thebneinesa in hia 
ownnamo. At the time of the dissolution, the 
firm waa indebted to the plaintiiTa ; Bud auf- 
fioient effects were left in the hands of 
James to pivy the partuerahip debta. The 
plain tiffs were not aware of the diaaolution 
and continued to supply goods, which Jamoa 
received. Afterwards the plaintiffs' ooUec- 
tor applied to James for payment of what 
was due, liud Jamoa told him that Charloa 
know uothiug of the transaotiona and that) 
the pliiintiffa must look to him (JmncB) 
r.lone. The plaintiil"a aubseiiuently drew u 
bill of exchange on Jamoa for "the mixed 
amount," which waa accepted by him, ond 
diahonorod. They also gava him timo to 
pay, but thoy ovontually sued both Jamoa 
Had Charlea. Aa Jamea had become bink- 
rupt, a verdict for the full amount was 
taken sgainat Charles, with leave to move 
for a non-auib if the court should be of 
opinion that the plaintifia had discharged 
him from the debt. Lord Denman, in de- 
livering the judgment of the court, ob- 
served : " lb la contended that the accept- 
ance of abtllof exchange by one of two debtora 
cannot be a good satisfaction, bocauaa the 
creditor has nothing whioh hs had not be- 
fore. The written security, however, whioh 
was negotiable and transferable, is of itaelf 
eomethioK whioh he had not before ; and 
many oasea may be conceived in which the 
liability of one of two debtora may bo more 
beneficial than the joint liability of the two, 
either in reapeob of the aolvency of the 
parties or the convenience of the remedy. . 

. . If the plaintiff did expressly aijreo 
to talco, and did take, the separate bill of 
ezobange of Jamea in aatiafaotlon of the 
joint debt, wa are of opinion that bis ao 
doing amounted to a dlaobarga of Charlea. 
Ko point waa made ab the trial «a to the 
proof of auoh an agreemeat, nor was it 
required that thb qneatlon ahonld be put 
specifically to the iayy. ^We think this 
ought to be done, and ooniequentlv the rule 
for a new trial muab be made abaolnte." 

The trial of the present action took place 
without a jury. The learned judge, there- 
fore, acting as a jury, had to deulde whether 
the plalntiffa had " expressly agreed to take, 
and did take," Stamford's notes in satisfac- 
tion of the joint debt ; but without ao do- 
■oidlng, he held that " the rej^ipt by the 
plaintiffs of the four notes of Stamford and 
the retention of them and forwardloK them 
for collection through their bankers was an 
acceptance of the sole liability of Stamford." 
" There ia no evidence," he observes, " that 
the plaintiffs, in taking thoaa notes, ei- 
preaaly reserved their rights against Bra- 
den," but, with due deference, that is not 
the question. The queation ia, did they at 
the time, or, for that matter, at any timo, 
expressly agree to relinquiah thoae rii^hts ? 
and there ia not, in our opinion, and evi- 
dence of their having dono ao, and that 
ought to be decisive in their favor. A 
^neitioD, however, with respect to any ac- 
count rendered by the plaintiffa to Stamford 
waa raised on behalf of Braden and may ae 
well be diapoaed of. Shortly after the de- 
fendants had dissolved partnership, a draft 
on their firm for the amount due to the 
plalntifls, who are Toronto merchants, ar 
rived here. Stamford returned it nnaocepb- 
nd, on the ground that he was carrying on 
the busineas alone and bad no authority to 
accept drafts in the firm'd name. He alsi 
promised to pay them by his cheque. The 
plaintiffa then sent him an account in the 
following form, and advlaed him that they 
had drawn upon him at sight for it :

It WIS contended on behalf of Braden

It may well bo that the 
plaintiffs, in view of the non acceptance of 
tho first draft and of Stamford's promise to 
romit l)y oheciue, decided to ao frame tho 
ru count as to make it corrrgpond wifh the 
Biiht draft, and thus provaDt Stamford frf m 
objecting to tho draft on Ihn (jmund that it 
was drawn uptn htm Individually, whilo tho 
ncciunt was made out againHL ifit! tirm. At 
all events the plaintiffa wore ontitlnd to de- 
mand payment from liradon or Stamford, 
either orally or by letter ; and whv not by 
an account in the above form Bealdos, 
Braden, aa well aa Stamford, must have 
underatond that the words " account ren- 
dored — due Apl. 10, '92," meant tho account 
I f the old firm. Again, there waa no evl- 
(lenoB that the plaintiffs had transferred the 
firm's account in their books to Stamford, 
and, for that purpose, opened a new account 
in hia name and debited him with the o'd 
account. Had the plaintiffa done so, B'B- 
den's poaitlou might have been ditforoot. 
Aa it is, the aoosptanoe by tho plaintiffa of 
Stamford's notea waa manifestly of ad van 
taga to Braden, for if anything had been 
naid upon them, hia liability would havo 
been thereby reduced, 

Aa I have already abated, there ia no 
evidence that the plaintiffs ** erpreaily 
aftraed to take and did bake " Stamford'f 
notei in aatiafaotlon of the joint debt. On 
the contrary, ib appears that Braden waa 
told by the plaintiffa' looal agent, when the 
dissolution of partnerabip was first mooted 
and aftorwnrdH during the currency of the 
notes thnt, in any event, he would bo held 
liable for tho portnorahip debta. Even If 
thia were not so he could not escape liability 
in the ohaenco tf hia croditori' conaont to 
roloatihim. It appears that when Slam- 
ford'a notes wore current ho applied to the 
plaintiffa for S13G worth of goods and that 
the plaintiffa refuted to lot him havo them, 
exoept f or cash or a note with a good en- 
dorser. Ib Is therefore moat unlikely that 
with respect to the j ilnb debt, wh!oh waa 
eightfold greater in amount, the plaintiff* ab

any time contemplated releasing Braden and 
looklog to Stamford alone— in other words 
looking to a man who from first to last re- 
fused to honor their drafts or to pay hia 
notea. 

The appeal muab be allowed with oosts, 
and in llou of tho judgment given by the 
court below in favor _of Braden the judg- 
ment is to ba entered for the plaintitfs aa 
against him for $1,081 52 and costs. Judg- 
ment againat Stamford baa, I understand, 
been entered by default.

ME. GKBY SET RIGHT. 

The " Colonist's'' Plumper Pass Correspond- 
ent Defends Himself and la Sup- 
ported by Evldeuco. 

In connection with tho rtcontly published 
Btatementof areaidentof flumperPaas to tho 
effsct that tho correapondonco appearing in 
the Colonist from that looality waa in- 
accurate and unreliable, a juatica of tho 
peace who ia well qualified to apeak on tho 
subject Nvritea, enUoraing tho atatemeota of 
the Colonist oorreapnndtnt. Referring to 
the article upon tho ahaencti (f crime amot-g 
the islands during 1891 and hiving occupiid 
a mogiaterial position for ten years paat, he 
certainly ia competent to make the atatemenb 
that he dooa — that there have been no 
known oaaea of aheep stealing during the 
past year. In this connectiou tho cor- 
respondent attacked writes na follows ; 

PLU.Mi'Kn Pass, Jan. 12, 1895. 

To THK Editou :— Iu reply to a letter 
whioh appeared in your iasuo of laab week 
relative to myself and algued Ralph G. Grey, 
allow mo to any a few words in explanation. 
An extract of my report to your paper Jan- 
uary on the eubj-ct. of crime in I hia local- 
ity, if my momoiy aervea me correctly, run 
as follows : " Tho tffuctive adminiatration 
of juatioe, though somewhat vigorous, has 
proved wboleaomo and sheep and cittle 
stealing among the ielanda may ba said to be 
a thing of tho paat." ThIa atutement of 
mine waa published in rather an ubbreviited 
form and read : " The entire absence of 
crime is a matter of congratulation and 
aheep and cattle stealing aro now things of 
the past" ; hones the reason of the bursting 
indignation contained in Mr. Qrey'a letter. 
The abridged report did not convey to the 
readers my maanlog (r sentiment. I merely 
wished to point out the good results of a 
policy pursued by the government some 
throe years ago in extending a eystom of 
polioa protection to tho islands. Ab that 
time plundering and alaughtejring of sheep 
was wholeeale, the dcpredatioca being com- 
mitted in broad daylight, and now that the 
law has been rigidly enforced and the 
ialanda have assumed a tratquil state, it is 
folly and absurdity for aome po^le to ap- 
pear uneasy, nnder the dread that 
the conxtable " whose headquarters are at 
Che Pa.si" will be withdrawn from tho sta- 
tion. 

I assert that there have been no known 
cuea of sheep stealing among the islands 
during the past yeor. Mr. Grey is In error 
and would make peopla bollevo that the 
case he quotoa h&pponod last summer, 
whereas the crime was oommltttd late in 
the fall of the previous year, tho case being 
disposed of in the courts only laab summer ; 
anti permit mo to point out for the informa- 
tion of Mr. Grey that the pUca where thia 
deed is supposed to have been perpetrated 
la nearer N*naImo than Eist Point, where 
all thC'Se atrooitiea are eaid to bo prevalent 

Nobody could take a deeper uterest in 
the moral welfare of these islands than your 
correspondent, who was foremost in advo- 
cating through these columns the necessity 
of stationing a conatablo hero, and I regret 
that Mr. Grey (for whom I havo the higheat 
roapoct) abouid allow thia absurd oontention 
to be rushed into print, which is calculated 
to prove a detriment tu the aettlenient ci 
the place.

COMPLETELY ROTTEN. 

Tlie Lpxow Committee's Rpimrt on the 
' Deepest Depths of Official 
Corrnp'tion. - 



Tribate for Tammany Exacted From 
the Lowest and Most Abau- 
doned Ciasses- 

Nkw Yohk, Jan. 17 -The report of tho 
Lexovv committee, which has been investi- 
gating tho polioo department of New York, 
will bu presented to the senate at Albany 
to-morrow. The report says in part ; " In 
presenting this report it Is not the intention 
of your oommitteo to submit a comprehen- 
sive aoalysia ot tho notk performed 
and the results attained, but rather 
to accentuate the salient features 
of a record wbioh when olosely 
sorntinizid will disclose conditions in a de- 
partment of the nmnioipal government un- 
dreamed of at the time of the inoeption cf 
the inquiry and justly challenging the most 
serioui actentiou of the leslslatore. Tho 
record shows a total of 10,676 pages of pro- 
ceedings. This does not include a mans 
of docuueutury exhibits which were 
read and cunaidered in the evi- 
done 3 for the jiurp^uo of iaformation.

Utgvrdirf; tho first branch of the investi- 
gation, thut relating to police interference 
an tho p.jlla und other unlawful acts in oon- 
n-otiou with elections, tho coininitteo says : 
" It is not intended in this report to enter 
upon any extended analysis of tho 
testimony taken. Tho reuulta of tho 
investigation may, however, bu pro- 
perly summarized in the general 
statement that it has been cincluaively 
shown lha'. in a very largo num*)or of tho 
electoral districts of tho city (d', Now York 
almost every conceivable orimo against the 
elective franchieo was either committed or 
permitted by tho police, invariab'y in tho 
interests of the dominant Dt>inooratlo organ- 
ization of the city of New York commonly 
called Tammany Hall. 

The crimes thus committed or permitted 
by the police may be classified as follows : 
Arrest and brutal treatment of Bepublioan 
voters, watchers and workers, open 
violation of the election laws, can- 
vassing for Tammany Hall can- 
didates, invasion of election booths, forcing 
of Tammany Hall upon Republican voters, 
general intimidation of the voters by the 
police directly and by Tammany Hall oip- 
tains in the precinct and with tho 
concurrence of the police, colonizition 
of voters, illegal legislation and repoitiog, 
aided and knowingly permitted by the 
police, tho denial to Republican voters and 
election district) officers of their legal 
r'ghts and privileges, etc. It may be 
stated aa characteriatio of the conditions 
shown to exist by a cloud of witneascs, that 
tho polico conducted themaelvea at tho 
several polling places upon the principle 
thot they were tliero not as guardians of 
the pablio peace to enforce la<v and order, 
but for the purpose of aoting as ugents of 
Tammany Hall, la securing to the candi- 
dates of thit t rganiz vtion, by moans fair or 
foul, the largest poteible majorities. 

It is a significant fact that tho police 
captains whoso principles wore specially 
considered in this count ction were appointed 
by the president of the board of police, and 
one of the most conspicuous leaders of 
Tammany Hall, at ihe instanos of 
that organization, and one of them, 
when informed that wathers had 
been sent to the polls at tbe 
instance of local reform associations, to aid 
In securing an honest vote and count, called 
the ofiSoers of his oommand together and 
instf noted them that if those ailk-stookinga 
interfered tb»y should land them on their 
heads. The evidence shows, moreover, that 
partisan bias did not stop the cipcains, 
but that In 1892 the president if 
the polioo board bimeeif just previous to 
the presidential election in defiance of the 
superintendent of police gave direction to 
tho asiembled captains, which-if ckrriod 
into efl^ct would have caused riot and 
bloodahed ot the polls, and would have pre- 
cipitated oncountera botwtou tho polioo and 
tho U. S. iTiarshnls. Tho evidence taken 
aa a whole iudlcatea that the dcp irtment was 
pirniealed by tho ii iiuenco of Tuniniauy 
Hill. Thus wo find police captains and in- 
ferior otEcers of so called Republiciu pro 
olivitiea actually enrolling themselves as 
members in Demooratio clubs, notably tbe 
Poiiiiod club, of which apolicj commissioner 
prcbidenti. 

Regarding tho blackmailirg of the pro- 
prietors and koepera ul houses of ill repute, 
the testimony upon thie sul jnct) taken ua u 
whole establishes conclusively the fact that 
this variety of vice was regularly and 
systematically lioensed by tho police of the 
ity. The system had reached such a per- 
fection in detail that tho inmates of the 
several houses were numbered and olasaified 
and a rateable charge placed upon each pro- 
pi ietor, or In cases of houses of assignation 
the number ot rooms occupied and the 
prices charged were reduced to a monthly 
rate which was collected within a few days 
(f the first cf the month. This was true 
apparently with referenoe to all disorderly 
houses, except in the oase of a few specially 
favored ones. The prices ran from $25 to ^TM 
monthly, depending upon the considerations 
aforesaid, besides fixed sums for the opening 
of new house', of the resumption of " busi- 
ness ' in old or tomporarily abandoned 
houses, for " initiation foes" designated as 
an additional gratuity for captains upon 
their tranafer into now prcoinota. Tho es- 
tablished foe f.ir opening and in- 
itiating appoors to havo boon S500 
Thus it appears that the transfers ot 
captains, oatcnelbly made for the 
purpose of reform and enforcing tho dia- 
continu vncQ ( f tho prto .ice, the prevalence 
of wnioh seenjs to have been generally un- 
derstood, resulted only in the extortion 
from theBO criminal plaoea of additional 
blackmail. The ovidenco shows clearly 
thati raids mado by doteotives of tho City 
Vigilaiice League and the arrests caused by 
them and an arouaod public sentiment had 
compelled tho polioo authorities to eomo de- 
gree of activity. 

The demands of blaokmalliog ofHolals had 
increased until those people found that all 
of their gains wore being wrested from them 
In the form of extortion. They had been 
compelled, too, during tho liutumn of 18G.'! 
to c'luse at times and had then btien permit- 
tod to re-open aa they tostifiad on tho 
"quiet." [Tfaey had become impover. 
ished by systematic exactions and when 
finally your committee was appointed 
the protection promiaod them had been 
withdrawn temporarily, and their |bouiea 
closed under tbe promise that soon aa 



}our oommittee had performed its labors 
tbey would be permitted to reopen. In 
the meanwhile their resources failed them, 
and as time Went On tbey found themselves 
oonf rented by aonditlons . that rendered a 
reopsniiiig ot - theii^^ii(ti(,(ea ..imp^ill^^.li; 
was this condiUdn wotoh prfbiblyuTore than 
any other fact, WM Instrumental in seouriog 
their ftesUmony before your oommittee 
As an evidence of the perfeot system to 
which this trikfiBc ttaa ,l)een reduced, your 
com mitten refers to that part of the testi* 
mony whiob shows that in more than one in- 
stance tbe polico oSoIals refused to allow 
keepers of disorderly houses to continue 
their business, threatening them with pros- 
ecution if they attempteii to do so and sub- 
stantially expoucdiog tho proposition that 
they were there for tbe purpose of making 
money to share with the polios. 

As an evidence of tbe extreiordlnary con- 
ditions to which the systom had given rise 
itj la proper to call your attention to tho fact 
that) in u number of caocs womon, who as 
keepers of disorderly houses had paid 
thousand of dollars for polico protection, 
had become reduced to tho verge of starva- 
tion while those who bad exacted blackmail 
from them were living in luxury. Their 
houses had been furnistied out of the earn- 
ings of those womon or they were wear- 
ing ornamonta or jewelry purohaaod 
by them, and tho furniture of their 
houses had been paid for by thoso 
whom they had protected In tho commioaion 
of orinio. Tho evidence established further- 
more that not only the proprietora of dis- 
orderly houBOB paid for their illegal 
privilegee, but tho outoaets of soo^ety pay 
patrolmen on thsir posts tor permission to 
dolioit on tho public highways, dividing 
their oaruinga with them and often, as ap- 
pears by proof, when brought before polioo 
magistrates and committed to the peniten- 
tiary for disorderly conduct in default of 
bail, they compounded their aentences und 
aecurod b dl for $15 to the clerk of the court, 
and were then roleaaed aj-ain to ply thoir 
calling anrl hocomo victims aa -before. Tho 
same method of subdividing tho city iuto 
dialriots aoemed to have bjun adopted with 
reference to this class of crime. From thoir 
evidence and abundant corroboration, it ap- 
pears oonolusively that a very heavy tratfio 
of this kind has been systomatioaliy carried 
on by tho swindlers, who, in exchange for 
proteotion, divided a large part of their ill- 
gotten gains with the police. 

Professional abortionists were pormlttod 
to ply their nwfnl trade, submitting to be 
plucked by the police from time to time. 
Ouo notorious " doctor " was bled to the 
amount of $2,825 in six weeks, and his cise 
implicated headquarters detectives, tho 
sergcanti in oommand of a police Kjuad and 
tho polico justice. But the evidence of 
blackmail and extortion does not rest alonoon 
the evidence of criminals or peraona aoouaed 
of the commission of crime. It has already 
been proven that boot-blocks, piish-oart ai»d 
fruit vendors as well us keepers of sodawater 
stands, corner grocerymen, eailmakers with 
lligpolos oxtonding a few foet beyond the 
place which they occupy, boxmokers, pio- 
viaion dealers, wholesale dry goods mer- 
chants and builders who aro compelled at 
times to uue the sidewalk and street, and 
steamboat and steamship companies who re- 
quire police Bcrvico ou their docks, those 
who gave public exhibition*, and, lnfaot,all 
persons and all claeses of persona whoso busi- 
neaa is subject to tho supervision of the 
police, or who may be reported as violating 
ordinances, or who may rrquire tho aid of 
tho police, have contributed sums to the 
vast amounts which fi iw Into tho station- 
honses, and which, 'after leaving something 
of the nature of a deposit, flow ou higher. 

If any doubt remained as to the conclu- 
siveness of the evidence upon tho various 
matters hereinbefore set forth, tho confos- 
sioDB made in the last stages of 
the iovestigation finally dissipated them. 
Until the confession by Capt. Oreeden of 
the pnrohaae of hia appointment, your com- 
mittiee had been unable to prove by direct 
evidence the existence of that evil. Much 
appeared in the teitimony pointing to 
methods employed for the evasion of the 
civil sorvioe regulations. Much teatimony 
was secured from citizeus who hud loaned 
candidates at about the tima of thoir ap- 
pointment exactly $300. Capt, Creeden's 
oonfession of the payment of $15,000 to 
>ecure promotion to a captaincy, and 
C»ptaln Schmittberget'a testimony confoss- 
Ing that ho bad been the go between in 
securing tho appointment of another 
captain in conaideratioD of tho payment 
of $1'2,000, estabUohea at least the pruva- 
lenoe of that evil. 

Respecting tho interference of politicians, 
tho report says: " Not only doea it appear 
that appoiiitmenta have boon made largely 
aa tho result of political iidluence hut oven 
tho President of tho board testified that he 
was largely guided by political considera- 
tions iu tho making of his appointmenta and 
diatrict loadora, aa appears from the testi- 
mony of civil jiiatico Roesoh, deem it a part 
of thi-ir duty as political leaders to interest 
themsolvea in securing appointments, pro- 
motions, tranafera and assignments of men 
from place to placoin tho various precloc^s " 
The oommittee recommends a oontinuanco 
of ita powers with an increase of its scope 
to include every branch of the rouniuipal 
government, buti states that it does not deem 
It beat to initiate or pursue any further 
Investigation except by reciuest of tho mayor 
and then only as to such departments as ho 
auggaata. 

Tne final reoommendatioDS of the oom- 
mitteo summarized are: "The concentra- 
tion of all oxooutivo powers in tho hands of 
tho superintendent of polico, making tho 
board of polioo by low a bi-porti/, in board — 
civil eorvioe to control promotions— placing 
tho mondatory limit for rotiremont at thirty 
years sorvioe, and allowing discretionary 
retirement after twenty yoara ; a eya- 
tem of auditing tho account ; a radical 
roorganizition of tho department by apecial 
oommiaaionors appointed for tho purpose, 
upon whom shall be conferred, subject to 
approval of the mayor, the absolute power 
of diEinissal of any persons in ths depart- 
ment. , 

Tho report is accompanied with throo 
proposed billi. Tho firat providea for tho

PROVINCIAL SUaVEYORS. 

Proceedings of the Fourth Annnal 
Meeting and the Offleers Elected 
Yesterday. 

The fourth annnal meeting of tho Pro- 
vincial Land Surveyors Assooialion was held 
in Victoria yesterday in one of the oommit- 
toe rooma of tho city hall. The president, 
U. B. Hormon, of VanQonver, read his 
annual address, and a number of papers re 
latiog to subjects of special interest to the 
profoeaion woro read by various membora. 

Tho following odicera woro elcotod : Proai- 
dont, H. B. Smith, C. E,, of Vioboria ; vice 
president, G. A. Stoess, of New Westmin 
Bter ; executive oommittee, E. B. MoKay, J 
H. Gray and H. M. Barwell ; sucrotaiy 
treasurer, J. H. Macgregor, of Victoria. 

In the evening tho association held their 
annual dinner in Hotel Victoria, tho re- 
tiring proaident, E Ii. Hermon, in tho chair. 
On hia iefti woro Hon. Premier IJjivie, Hon, 
J. H. Turner, K, A. Wilmot, city engineer, 
and II, B, Snuth, tho new preaident ; on hia 
right woro Hon. G. B, Martin, chief commis- 
sioner ; Tom Kaiua, surveyor general, and 
J. H. Gray, C, K, Tho vice chairs were 
occupied by E. B. McKay and J, H. Brown 
leo, the company altogether coneisting of 
thirty covers. 

After the excellent repast provided by 
boat Escalot, the royal toaat waa loyally 
honored. 

Tom Kaina, surveyor-general, proposed in 
few well-chosen words, " Tho Provinoa," 
which waa firat responded to by tho Premier, 
who paid high tribute to the late Chief 
Commissioner, Hon. F, G. Vernon, whom 
be termed not only the prinoo of good fel- 
lows, but a loyal friond and an able admin- 
istrator of the department of which he was 
so long tho head, Tbe present commission- 
er, tho surveyor-general and the stuiF of 
the land department were complimented on 
the large amount of work performed by 
them with the assistance ot the surveyors 
in surveying available sections of land 
throughout the province, thus providing 
data for settlers whereby they could readily 
and intelligently go on tbe land. This was 
in groat contrast to the former syatom, 
where it was almost Itapcssible for a would- 
be settler to locate himself. The Promior 
also contrasted tbe preaent financial posi- 
tion of the province with that of some years 
ago. Where they now ranked side by side 
in the money markets of the world with 
Canada and Ceylon, whllo Australasia waa 
not in it with them, it was not so long ago 
that the province could only sooure a loon 
at six per cent. Ha gave credit to tho pre- 
sent fintcce minister, Hon. Mr. Turner, for 
doinK much to bring about this happy state 
of affairs. Many blamed the government 
for borrowing money, but ho believed it to bo 
tbe correct policy and was assured that this 
would bo amply demonstrated by the re- 
Bults aiibieved. Hon. Mr. Davie referred at 
some length to tho financial policy of hia 
government, his remarks being received 
with much approval, und closed by thank- 
ing tho gontlomen about tho board for thoir 
courtesy and generous reception. 

Hon, Mr, Turner also replied, making a 
very happy speech, interspersed with humor. 
Inclosing h-i also referred to the proposed 
provincial loan and said tho province Was 
not only in tho foro-front in tho money mar- 
kets of the world, but it was a remarkable 
fact that British Columbia was nearly in 
line with even Groat Britain itself. He also 
referred to tho fact that people were looking 
to the land for a means of livo ihood,and was 
pleased to tell them that he had many re- 
quests for information ns to whether small 
holdings could be secured. He believed after 
all that it was this method of small farms 
and mixed farming which was tho most 
valuable to the province in augmonlirg its 
wealth and in producing aattsfjictory ro- 
aults to the farmers. There wae plenty of 
land for this system of farming— places for 
hundreds of thousands of settlers. It was 
this portion of its population that had mado 
England great, for it was they who paid tin 
bulk of the tuxes, and fought its battlea 
cheerfully.
